WASHINGTON >> President 
Donald Trump’s former na- 
tional security adviser, Mi- 
chael Flynn, pleaded guilty 
Friday to lying to the FBI 
about conversations with 
the Russian ambassador in 
December 2016, becoming 
the first senior White House 
official to cut a cooperation 
deal in the special counsel’s 
wide-ranging inquiry into 
election interference. 

Flynn’s discussions with 
Sergey Kislyak, the Russian

Republicans’ nearly $1.5 trillion tax overhaul clears the Senate 
after a long night of debate with a series of last-minute revisions

WASHINGTON >> The Senate 
passed the most sweeping tax 
rewrite in decades early today, 
with Republicans lining up to 
approve an overhaul that will 
touch almost every corner of 
the U.S. economy, affecting 
families, small-business owners 
and multinational corpora- 
tions, with the biggest benefits 
flowing to the highest-earning 
Americans. 

Senators voted 51-49 as Re- 
publicans approved the nearly 
500-page bill in the early morn- 
ing hours after lawmakers re- 


ceived a rewritten version, 
which contained significant 
changes from the original bill 
that passed two Senate panels 
last month along party lines. 
The last-minute revisions 
prompted an outcry from Dem- 
ocrats, who said it was impos- 
sible — and irresponsible — for 
lawmakers to read and digest a 
significant piece of legislation 
in such a short time. 

Speaking on the Senate floor 
ahead of the vote, the minority 
leader, Sen. Chuck Schumer of 
New York, called the Republi-
